iauiffereot observer. The immutable laws

How vivid'y also do the oumer

cellent motto, and by which tho" punctual 
man is actuated. 
Whatever in to bo dooc 


should be done at once; how infinitely su- 
perior this system to that of procrastination! 
And to adopt the words of an inspired poot: 


"Bo wise to-day ; 'tis ttiadnegs to defer: 
Neil day the fatal precedent will plead ; 
Thus on, till wisdom is pushed out of life ! 
Procrastination is the thief ot Ume !" 
When the habit of punctuality is once ac- 


quired and made practical, it will be found 
much easier, and certainly by far more suc- 
cessful, than otherwise—the experience of 
any punctual man may be a fair criterion for 
this. Neglect nothing which is involved 
upon you to {{ratify indolent inclination*. 
Lastly, exercise punctuality; and success, if 
not fortune, will follow in any walk of life.
